WHAT President Roosevelt said in a n ­ 
nouncing his sweeping directive for freezing 
wages and prices with regard to the danger 
of inflation, has a direct relation to the 
m am m o th Second W ar loan cam paign to be 
Instituted M onday by the federal govern­ 
ment. The president declared these checks 
alone would not suffice to halt inflation, 
and he called upon Congress to provide 
additional ones th rough tax and savings 
legislation 
to hold purchasing power in 
check 
In order to make such legislation less 
drastic and onerous, and to provide an 
im portant check against Inflation, citizens 
can give m aterial aid bv purchasing more 
war bonds in this great necessary drive for 
funds with which to carry on the gigantic 
war program 
Many persons are saying 
th at 
they 
believe we are going to have inflation a n y ­ 
way and to guard against it they will not 
send ’he'r money now 
But if such por­ 
nos m ean price inflation, which increases 
the cost of living, there is one safe way to 
guard against it. which is to prevent its 
occurrence 
They can help to do this when 
they pay taxes an d also when they lend 
to the government. 
When citizens lend less, the commercial 
banks will be obliged to lend more—the 
monev must be forthcom ing some way—- 
and th a t increases th e danger of higher 
commodity prices. 
T h e Treasury explains 
’h a t this is because the bank lending tends 
to an increase of total bank deposits in the 
country by practically th e entire am ount of 
♦he purchase. 
T hus more money would 
be available for spending and -he increase 
In dem and for a limited quantity of p u r­ 
chasable goods would result in inflation. 
The Second W ar loan will start Monday. 
W hat the president 
said 
should 
move 
citizens to some thoughtful consideration 
over the weekend as to the part they can 
here play in helping to avert inflation. 


Paper W astage 
By Government 


SOME CURTAILMENT of the enormous 
wastage of paper by governm ent bureaus 
has been effected: bu t the quantity thus 
saved Is a mere drop in the bucket 
An 
excuse set u p on behalf of the bureaus— 
thev can always find an excuse- is th a t 
comparatively little of the stupendous to n ­ 
nage used is th e kind of paper used by- 
newspapers and magazines. 


T hat, however, is no reason for com ­ 
placent 
acceptance of 
its inefficient or 
wasteful use because 
practically all the 
paper used by either governm ent or private 
industry comes from ’ he same pile of wood. 
Hence, lf the governm ent is using exces­ 
sive quantities Just th a t much is deducted 
from the raw m aterials needed for m a n u ­ 
facture of the new spaper and m agazine 
papers. 
G overnm ent contracts for paper for 
1943 already total 350.000,000 tons, w hich is 
sixty per cent more th an the quantity used 
in 194!. and a third of th a t quan tity is 
reported to have been used the first three 
weeks of this year, indicating a tre m e n d ­ 
ously increased usage. 
Certainly a curb 
should be placed here.

Early Peas for Victory Gardens

Peas are a hardy, cool-weather 
vegetable and the seeds should be 
planted early in the Victory garden.
